fer section. Taking up one by one 
the head and various features, and 
avoiding the phrases of the anthro- 
polgist and technical’ references to 
dolichocephalic and _ brachycephalic 
heads, and the various tpes of faces 
as classified by European scientists, 
I will indicate some of the points 
where they resemble and differ. 
General Head Structure. 

The general bone structure is differ- 
ent.

Note also the 
distance from the eyebrows to the 
eyes—how greater this is in Ber- 
geron. Examining the eyes, there are 
various physiv!ogical and habit 
causes for the various kinds of eye 
opening and eye-closing. St. Clair» 
eyebrows are drawn down close io 
the eyes, showing that habit has 
tended toward eve-closing, or that 
they were so by heredity. The tris 
of the eye naturally, therefore, shouid 
be rather coverel by the lids than 
exposed. ‘There is no showing of the 
white of the eyeball below the dark 
in Bergeron, such as we see in Bt. 
Clair. Such exposure frequently ac- 
companies emotional excitements, an! 
sometimes emotional or mental ur- 
balance. It is a nerve and emotion 
danger sign, venerally starting at 
birth or early life, to be poted care- 
fully in etudying personalities. Ths 
eve color also sppears much darker 
in St. Clair, Bergeron’s eves being 
light hazel. 
C—The Noses. ‘ 
The roses, viewed at ithe 
angle or in profile, in the 
upper portion are much alike, but 
from that point the differences are 
decided. St. Clair’s is medium, not 
especially contracted or narrow above 
the nostrils, and (s almost straight 
at the sides, differing from Berger- 
ons. The most marked difference, 
however, is in the tip, septum, and 
nostril structure. Bergeron’s tip 
formation is that of one with consid- 
erable hereditary fineness of texture, 
sensitiveness and refinement. QOb- 
serve the depressed tip,\causing the 
arched curvature of his nostrils. St. ! 
Clair’s nostrils appear straight, the 
tip of the nose higher than or even 
with the nostrils, the nose of a mixed 
emotional, mechanical type, showing 
also developed coarseness’ through 
food or habits. 


D—Jaw and Chin. 


From the cheek-bones to the bottom 
of the chin in Bergeron, there is a 
gradual curved slope, with no angles 
uppearing either at the angle of the 
jaw or at the bottom of the chin. 
St. Clair’s lower face, even allowing 
for sickness and wasting flesh, is 
much more angled at both points. 
Suth shapes of the lines and angles 
around jaw and chin: form a part of 
the scientific classification of faces 
into elipsoid, triangular, tetragonal,

E—The Mouth. 

The mouths are also decidedly dif- 
ferent. The shape of a mouth, thick- 
ness, thinness and compression of the 
lips may be altered by habit and un- 
conscious feelings. But bevond cer- 
tain limits, heredity cannot 
changed. Bergeron’s mouth is narrow, 
crescent-shaped, corners down-curvine 
sensitive,’ rather unformed 
mouth of the self-conscious boy of 
good: character, who has not emo 
tionally adjusted himself to life.

F—The Ears. 

The shape of the inside of the ears 
is perbaps less changed by habit than 
that of any other feature. Changes 
in habits cannot account for sueh de- 
cided differences in mature life. One 


does not have to agree with Lomboroso | 


that abnormally shaped features show 
mental abnormalities to see the differ- 
ences in the ears of these men. ‘The 
ears of St. Clair appear disharmonious 
with distinct tops; however, even in 
the most normal I have noted ear 
asymmetries are common. We cannot 
see both ears of both men in these 
photographs, but the left ears are 
clear for comparison. 

In Bergeron, the curve of the lower 
ear toward and around the lobe is a 
‘gradual downward slope, and the ear

I might comment on other distinct 
differences, such at the structures 
about the mouth, shape and curvature 
and width of upper jaw and teeth, the 
way in which the bottom of the lower 
lip Tuns in at a sharp angle in St. 
Clair just below the tseth, waking a 
cleft above the chin, while Bergeron’s 
is long and straight, with little cleft. 
These and other points unmentioned 
force me to the eonclusion that, un- 
less photographs totally lie, the pic- 
tures of St. Clair and those of Ber- 
seron cannot be of the same person.

Suspicion Directed to Hermit. 

That little incident of the printing 
office immediately took on additional 
and I went at once to 
all members of the 
one seemed to remember 
anvihing about it, but one finally 
was found who remembered that the 
copy had been signed “The Group of 
Avengers.” With a little prompting 
this man also remembered that it was 
to have been printed in both Russian 
and English. ‘The Russian who or- 
dered the printing spoke English flu- 
ently, he said, and had bright, piercing 
eyes. His first name was Alex, and 
he lived near Gary. 

Immediately the whole situation be- 
came clear. That little Russian who 
had attempted to order these proecla- 
mations was none other than the little 
hermit fellow who lived on the beach— 
the fellow we had kidded the revenue 
agents about as being too clever to be 
caught in the act of bootlegging. 

“The Group of Avengers” also arose 
in another connection, for under that 
name was functioning a group of an- 
archists who formed the local group 
of the “Knighis of the Red Star.” 
This organization is controlled by a 
committee of five men and one girl, 
located in Boston, and ealled ‘The 
Double Trinity.’ and igs known as an 
exceedingly vicious and deadly organi- 
zation, Its oath of allegiance carries 
with it the promise of death to the 
member who fails to undertake a com- 
mission assigned to him. 

The Man Who Made the Bombs. 

The next few days were spent in 
Gary ina frenzied attempt to pick up 
the frail which would have been so 
hot a month or two before.

Attorney General A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer. Washington, D. C

Judge W. &. Thompson, Pittsburgh. 

Representative Leland W. Powers, 
Newtonville, Mass. 

Max Gold, a soap manufacturer, 
Paterson, N. J. 

Two bombs were also placed within 
the church of Our Lady of Victory 
Philadelphia. The watchman at the 
home of Judge Notes and the plotter 
who placed the bomb at the home of 
Attorney General Palmer both were 
blown to pieces. 

Investigation Is Started. 

Never in the history of the depart- 
ment of justice was such a mystery 
presented to federal sleuths for solu- 
tion. That it was the work of an- 
archists was certain, yet to gather 
evidence necessary to convict these 
plotters was another matter.

“There will have to be murder; we 
will kill because it is necessary.

we will destroy to rid the world of its 
tyrannical institutions.” 

This proclamation, together with a 
set of very scant clues, formed the 
entire working basis from which the 
federal detectives were left to make 
their deductions. When federal agents 
arrivd at the home of Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer, here is what they found 
to work on: 

A piece of collar marked “contour 
brand” with the laundry mark “K. B.” 

Scattered pieces of a human body 
which had been blown to bits. 

A portion of a blue polka-dot tie. 

A part of a shoe. 

Small pieces of torn cloth. 

The fly-leaf of an Italian dictionary 

A black derby hat. 

A Smith & Wesson pistol. 

Three Groups Under Suspicion. 

Not much of a basis for an investi- 
gation, yet immediately a nation-wide 
search for possible participants in the 
plot was started by the bureau of in- 
vestigation, and every available man 
Was assigned to the case. A careful 
check of the different anarchist groups 
disclosed that any of three groups of 
anarchists might have been responsible 
for the explosions: (1) The L-Era 
Nuova group of Paterson, N. J., (2) 
The Galhani group of Boston and 
Lynn, Mass. (5) The Pro Penza group 
of Philadelphia. The known-members 
of these groups were immediately in- 
vestigated with the view to finding 
a member whose whereabouts could 
not be explained. 

To the puslic, the suicide of a man 
from the fourteenth floor of a New 
York building is a commonplace event, 
meaning nothing but the death of an 
unimportant member of society, which 
is quickly forgotten in the rush of 
other-events. Yet that death marked 
the close of one of te most strenuous 
invesigations ever conducted by any 
department of the government, and it 
is here for the first time that the in- 
side story of this man’s death and its 
connection with th: solution of those 
mysterious bomb explosions is revealed. 

It was not until February, 1920— 
eight months after the explosion had 
occurred—that the first step toward a 
successful solution of the mystery was 
accomplished. ‘This came with thg dis- 
covery of one Robert Elia, an Italian 
alien working in a printing shop at 
225 Fifth avenue, Brooklyn, who was 
known to have worked on the publica- 
tion of certain anarchist literature. 
Klia was taken into custody on infor- 
mation received from Chicago, after 
an investigation in this city had dis- 
closed an attempt here to have printed 
the “plain words” circular in a shop 
at 1722 West Chicago avenue. It was 
from this printing office that the first 
clews came which led to the appre- 
hension of Elia in the east. 

Elia Is Arrested. 

When taken into custody Elia had 
a revolver in his possession. It was 
therefore a simple matter to have him 
held on the technical charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The judge. 
on being informed that Elia possessed 
information which government agents 
considered of great value, suspended 
sentence and turned him over ta the 
department of justice, where he was 
subjected to severe questioning. After 
several days of silence he finally ad- 
mitted that he was engaged in print- 
ing anarchist literature. By holding 
over him a threat of a long sentence in 
the other case, he was induced to con- 
sent to remain in the custody of the bu- 
reau of investigation. 

A bed was brought in, and a room 
fitted out for him in the department 
of justice offices and there he remained 
for six weeks, subjected 
ing every day. 

Meantime, on advices from Chicago, 
raids were made in Paterson, N. J., 
and several notorious anarchists were 
arrested. Then the printing shop in 
Brooklyn was raided, and in the stock- 
room paper was found similar to that 
upon which the “plain words” circular 
had been printed. Here also was found 
an Italian typesetter, Andrea Salsedo, 
affiliated with the same anarchist 
group to which Elia belonged—the 
Galliani group of Boston and Lynn, 
Mass, Salsedo was taken to New 
York. Another room was fitted out 
for him and he was subjected to the 
same method of questioning as Elia. 

Finally, on March 11, both admit- 


ted that they were active in spreading | 


anarchist teachings. Later NSalsedo 
made the further confession that he 
had received the order to print the cir- 
cular from one Nicoli Recchi, an im- 
portant member of the same anarchist 
group. After still further question- 
ing Salsedo admitted his participation 
in the entire plot, naming all of those 
who had formed the plot. ‘This was 
partly corroborated by Elia, and little 
by little Salsedo identified by pho’o- 
graphs various anarchist who had been 
connected with the sending of the 
bombs. 

During all this time both men were 
represented by an attorney, who was 
allowed to talk to them daily. This 
attorney also. was seen several times 
in company of Carlo Trasea, khown to

WINTER SUGGESTIONS 
FOR AUTO DRIVERS 


Because of the damaging effect of 
present low quality gasoline upon en 
gines, unless important cold weather 
safeguards are employed by drivers, 
automotive engineers have been show- 
ing real concern about proper winter- 


| time operating methods. 


It is generally recognized that the 
chief wear in winter takes place in 
the starting and running of an en- 
gine for the first five minutes. and 
in this connection Ralph Murphy, in 
charge of Franklin engineering, re- 
icently issued alist of winter driving 
| precautions, along with -an explana 
| tion of the influence which poor qual. 
‘ity fuel has upon rapid wear of eylin 
| ders. and engine parts.

Because excessive quantities of this 
fuel must be drawn into cylinders to 
produce a start, the liquid yas washes 
lubricant off cylinder wails and di- 
lutes the crankcase oil. A warm ga- 
rage minimizes the probability of en- 
gine wear in winter, he points. out, 
and elinrinates the need cf some of 
the above precautions. 

No instructions as to overcoming 
freezing cooling systems were included 
since Franklin air-cooling obviates 
this winter problem.

The condition of cotton in Georgia 
on October 18, as releused today 
through the Georgia Cooperative Crop 
Reporting service, was estimated to 
be 51 per cent of normal, indicating 
a production of about 1,050,000 bales 
of 500 pounds gross for the state.

Kneel astride or beside the sub- 
ject’s hips. Place your btands on 
the small of the back (the lowest 
ribs) with vour thumbs beside 
the spine and your fingers’ ex- 
tended outward over the lowest 
ribs. Lean forward so your weight 
presses upon subject's ribs 
through your arms. This forces 
air out of the subject’s lurgs (also 
water out of the mouth and 
nose). Then lean back and rest 
—the chest will expand again 
from its own elasticity, causing 
air to be drawn into the lungs. 
Repeat this maneuver at’ the rate 
of 15 to 20 times a minute.

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‘The High Cost of Conventioning 
_Is Subject of Letter to Editor 


The following letter from a club- 
oman under the caption of “The 
igh Cost of Conventioning” which 
has been received by the editor of the 
club page, will be of particular inter- 
est to club women throughout Geor- 
gia. It reads: 
“Editor Federation Page, The Consti- 
tution : 

“Dear Mrs. Stafford: At this sea- 
son which precedes the many fall con- 
ventions of women’s organizations, it 
has occurred to me that our fellow 
club women might give a little serious 
thought to a recent editorial of Ida 
Clyde Clarke's in Pictorial Review, 
which she called ‘The High Cost of 
Conventioning.’ 

I must admit that Mrs. Clarke took 
her courage in her bands when in this 
article she criticised her sister women, 
but maybe it did not take so much 
courage after all, because she knows 
they like her, and will suffer even her 
criticism. 

“Indeed, we women in organization 
are going to have to hunt around 
mightily to be able to disprove what 
she says, when she calculates the ap- 
proximate sums we spend on the an- 
nual gatherings of our national organ- 
izations, the more frequent meetings 
of the smaller bodies, the cost of the 
extra clothes we buy to attend the 
social functions which sometimes take 
up an inordinate amount of the con- 
ventions’ time, etc., and then com- 
pares that with the difficulty, the fre- 
quent impossibility, of raising among 
the women the comparatively small 
sums necessary to finance the conven- 
tions’ big ideas. 

“We ican say that women’s funds 
are limited because they do not con- 
tro] the family purse strings. 

“But funds for the traveling ex- 
penses, the clothes, the luncheons, the 
decorations, etc., are forthcoming with 
apparently little effort. 

“And isn't it true that the gener- 
ous husband wants the money his 
wife spends for herself to be spent in 
the way that will give her the most 
satisfaction? 

“Mrs. Clark cited the 
the woman's ‘charity’ luncheon in 
New York city not very long ago 
which cost thirteen thousand dollars, 
and suggested how much more~ good 
could have been dene with the thir- 
teen thousand had it gone direct from 
the pocketbooks of the women to the 
cause which got only the percentage 
of the receipts left over after the ex- 
pense of the luncheon had been met. 

“Of course we all know, and Mrs. 
Clarke does, too, that sound as this 
reasoning is, it just cannot be. Human 
interest does not kindle that way. 
There has to be something to create 


instance of 


that getting. together, attitude of mind 
out of which big things of the human 
spirit seem to happen. 

“Even so $13,000 1s a large lunch 
order! Presumably the answer is 
found in the proportion of after re- 
sults to getting together outiay and 
evidently Mrs. Clarke has her doubts 
on this point. 

Inspirational Lunches. 

“‘Inspirational’ lunches, Yes, if 
they inspire! And conventions, at 
whutever cost, if they send women 
back home more zealous for good, bet- 
ter informed as to work and less cap- 
tious or self-seeking than when they 
came—This gives a thought. While 
propounding conundrums Mrs. Clarke 
asks the old one about why women 
would rather work themselves ill over 
an entertainment nobody wants to at- 
tend than to give a small money gift 
out of their own pockets? 

“As Lord Dundreary long ago said: 
‘That's one of ithose things that no 
fellow can find out.’ There is a cer- 
tain psychology, however, back of its 
unreasonablehess akin to the lunch- 
eating phenomenon above. May be 
working together for cause means 
more than just giving a sum for it and 
maybe the publicity of the entertain- 
ment is worth more than what it 
earns. There must be some reason 
for these things persisting for surely 
women have learned that giving 
straight out, even at some sacrifice, is 
the easiest way. 

Bigness and Beauty of Project. 


“A woman was wondering the other 
day if the slowness of the returns 
coming in for a certain splendid pro- 
ject inspired by women were due to 
the methods employed in raising the 
funds, or the women’s lack of under- 
standing of the bigness and beauty of 
the project. 

And we had to remind her what 
good reason ‘the women had to know 
the project in its every phase, and the 
variety of the ways and means which 
have heen tried for financing it. 

“*Perhaps we ought not to be dis- 
heartened, she admitted, ‘when we 
see what a hard time the most earnest 
ministers of God have to stimulate 
their flocks out of their apathy and 
into active living of the Word they 
all believe.’ » 

“So perhaps we must go on eating 
for the causes we advocate and con- 
vening to talk about them even though 
the figures are rather against us since 
human nature is built that way. 

“In anv case we are indebted to 
Mrs. Clarke for suggestion which is 
timely and pretty sure to bear some 
fruit. Are we earning what we cost?

throne put aside bachelordom and turn 
his attention to the perpetuation of the 
House of Windsor. 

But Prince Henry, the king’s third 
son, is popular and the people of the 
empire would undoubtedly welcome his 
marriage to the daughter of one of the 
most distinguished families in the 
Scotch peerage. 

Although he was too young to take 
up arms in the world war as his older 
brothers, the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of York, did, Prince Henry has 
now taken up the army as a permanent 
career and is one of the best-liked of- 
ficers in his regiment, the 10th Hussars. 

Another member of this famous de- 
tachment of cavalry is Lord William 
scott, the elder brother of the girl 
Prince Henry is believed +» be hoping 
to marry. He and the young prince 
are the best of friends and it was as a 
direct result of this friendship that 
Prince Henry’s romance began. 


T would not be at all surprising if 
Lady Mary’s brother, on one of his 
furloughs home to his father’s estate 
at Granton, had taken his. sister aside 
and told her what a jolly fine fellow the 
prince really is.

Prince Henry, like every other suicor, 
would most naturally be on his good 
behavior and show his best qualities 
when visiting her at her parent’s Scot- 
tish seat or at their London home.

And so from her 
brother Lady Mary has most likely 
gathered a pretty good idea of how 
Prince Henry acts when not under the 
scrutinizing eyes of the girl he is sup- 
posed to love or those of her parents. 

Prince Henry was the first son of a 
reigning sovereign of England to be 
sent to Eton for his schooling, after 
earlier education at the preparatory 
school at Broadstairs, to which the 
Duke of York went. 

Like his three brothers, Prince 
Henry inherits from his father an in- 
clination for every form of sport. And 
as a sportsman he plays every game 
he enters for all that. it is worth. 

As a cavalryman by profession he 
has the best seat in the saddle of any 
member of the royal family. He is, 
indeed, a first-rate horseman. 

While at Cambridge he played polo 
for the university against Oxford, and 
scored the winning goal in the match 
four years ago. In the same year he 
won the inter-university tent-pegging 
and jumping competitions, and he also 
carried off the tent-pegging competi- 
tion in the royal military tournament 
against all comers. 

His success as a steeplechaser in his 
university days was all the more not- 
able, as he was not extravagantly pro- 
vided with ponies while at Cambridge. 

He takes a keen delight in all sporis 
but golf; tennis and motoring are his 
favorites, aside from steeplechasing. 

Although Prince Henry is not called’ 
upon to make as many public speeches 
or to preside at as many civic functions 
as his older brothers, he has neverthe- 
less taken a share in the public for- 
malities inevitably demanded of royal- 
ty. His love for sports generally comes 
to the surface when he is called upon 
to address a gathering, and, as a rule, 
he pses sportsmanship as the theme of 
his address. 

When the freedom of the city of 
london was conferred upon him re- 
cently the young prince impressed up- 
on his listeners the benefits to be de- 
rived from games of sport. 

“Eton, Sandhurst, Cambridge and the 
army,” he said, “have taught me the 
value of games wherein all, whatever 
their skill, are equal, because they play 
for the good of their side. This is in- 
strumental in developing those qualities 
which make a nation great. I cannot 
imagine a better means of promoting 
true comradeship than by encouraging 
all classes ta join together in clean, 
manly sports.” 

The current rumor that Prince Henry 
is to marry Lady Mary is not the first 
one that has had one of the Buccleuch 
daughters marrying into British 
royalty. 

At one time it was strongly rumored 
that Lady Sybil Scott, the second 
daughter of the Duke and Duchess of 
Buccleuch, who has since married Lieu- 
tenant Charles Phipps, would marry 
the Prince of Wales. But like all the 
other reports that have had the heir to 
the British throne throwing aside the 
carefree life of a bachelor, it proved

‘|! Building a Model Airplane 


How To Fly 


Your Plane 


Director, Miniature Aircraft Fliers 
(This is the last of the six les-' 
sons which tell how any boy or gir! | 
can a model airplane that 
really flies. Today you'll learn some 
pointers about flying the plane.) 

Flying the Lahann No. 1 minfa- 
ture monoplane is fascinating activ- 
ity. The combinations of wing, fin, 
and elevator arrangements are num- 
erous. 

A simple flight can be achieved 
as follows: 

1. When the parts are all mount- 
ed, with motor above the motor 
base, insert pencil under the rub- 
ber at its mid-point. If the plane 
balances front to back, and side ta 
side, the chances are that it wil ge 
through the air on a level keel. 

2. Should the plane nose dows 
ward, after being launched, the 
wing should be moved slightly for- 
ward. Additional flights will in- 
dicate how far to move it forward. 
When the best flight is obtained, 
that point should be marked in ink 
on the motor base.: - 

Try For 

3. Some experimenters glide the 
plane by simply tossing it gently 
forward, and adjusting it until it 
goes Straight ahead, then they wind | 
the motor and try for flights, a5 
described in No. 2. 

4. If your work has been done | 
right, step by step, up to this point, | 
your plane should be working well. 
if there is still a little need for 
coaching, try this: Wind the motor 
by turning the propeller clockwise 
(with the first fimger of your right 
hand) 100 times, perlraps up to 206

Use Different Heights 

5. Launch the plane from dif- 
ferent heights—at the waist, ther 
shoulder-high, then above 
head, each launching giving a dit- 
ferent performance. 

Improvements may be made by 
trial flights, using all possible com- 
binations of wing, fin and elevator. 
Try a larger wing with the same 
set of other parts, or a larger or 
smaller propeller or longer or 
shorter wing or motor base, or 
ighter construction of all parts, or 
with heavier or lighter motors 
(single strand, double, triple or 
nore). 


Power Needed for Speed 

For speed flights, more power is 
needed. Or use shorter, narrower 
wings and nore efficient propellers, 
plus all the power the motor base 
will stand. Experts have found that 
basswood niay be substitated for 
bamboo in the motor base, with 
perhaps thinner and lighter con- 
struction througiout. if the max- 
imum of flight is desired with this 
design of monoplane (the Lahann 
No. 1), balsamwoed is used as thin 
as possible without breaking, for all 
the wood varts.

In the Unitéd States and Canada| 


| the thermometers in everyday use, | 


those used about the house and/'§ 
garden, and by the physician, are’ 
marked according to the Fahrenheit 
scale, while scientists in their lab- 
oratories use the Centigrade scale 
because of its greater convenience. 

When it is desired to measure 
very low temperatures, a thermom- 
eter tube filled with mercury will 
not do, aS mercury freezes rather 
readily. In such cases an alcohol 
thermometer is generally used be- 
cause alcohol does not freeze until 
a temperature of 39 degrees below 
zero is reached. On the other hand, 
an alcohol thermometer must not be 
used if high temperatures are to be 
measured, since its boiling point is 
relatively low. A mercury thermom- 
eter is therefore used i.1 such cases, 
mercury boiling only at 385 de- 
grees. 

Extremely high temperatures 
must be measured by means of 
electrical devices called pyrometers, 
Since no glass thermometer can re- 
sist such temperatures as are found

How Halloween 
Happened To Be 


Hundreds of years ago in Eng- 
land lived a race of people called 


“the Celts.” Most of them were 
physicians, wonder-workers or 
priests, and were members of a re- 
ligious order known as the Druids, 
Three times a year they buiit fires 
on the hills in honor of the sun. 
On May 1, they built a fire for 
sowing; on June 21, for ripening of 
the crop and the turn of the year; 
on October 31, for harvesting. 

On the last evening in October 
the celebration reached its height, 
the fires were larger, and a horse 
was sacrificed to the sun god, as on 
this night the superstitious people 
feared the ghosts would return to 
earth to visit their homes and 


friends. 
Romans Rule 

The Romans, who wished to rule 
Britain, had a hard time making the 
Druids see that they had been 
wrong in worshiping the sun god, 
but they finally succeeded, and 
Christianity spread over France and 
the British Isles. 

The people, however, still clung 
to their old customs. They still 
built fires three times a year, but 
instead of making sacrifices to false 
gods, they thought the fires they 
built were for protection against 
these gods, who sought to ruin 


them. 
Festivals Held 

In Rome, on May 1, in 610 A. D., 
the pope ordered the Roman tem- 
ple; the Pantheon, converted into 
a Christian church in memory of all 
martyrs. A_ festival. was held in 
honor of the occasion and was held 
annually after that May 1 until 834, 
when it was changed to November 
ist, so that the crowds gathering at 
Rome-for the services could be fed 
from the harvest supply. 

Im Great Britain it became asso- 
ciated with the feasts of the Druids 
held at this time, and was called Hal- 
igan, or All Hallows. The night be- 
fore, called All Hallows’ Eve, was 
soon shortened to Halloween.
